The house or room should bo 
tightly closed mid all fowl- ■ m Kdod 
lariat fumigation. A simple nu t hod 
is to burn the sulphur candles m 
rold ut stores dealing ill poultry Mip- j 
plies. The fumes of brimstone may 
also be produced by burning in a 
metallic basin (such as nn old iron j 
kettle) a number of raps previously 
soaked in melted sulphur. Sulphur 
may be nu\i d with a little alcohol or 
!o roseno oil nud burned, or it nia\ bo 

pi inkb'd upon live coals placed in a 1 
i hating dish. The house or room 
should be kept closed for sc \ c r., 1 
no, us and then opened as thoroughly 
rs possible to allow the wind to drivo 
out any remaining trace of MtMMBTt 
gas. In fumigating by burning sub- 
stances be careful not to sot tire to 
the building. Remember also that in 
most cases the substances which are 
■Mi are poisonous to human life and 
to fowls. Carelessness In their use or 
in leaving them about where chick or

CONVENIENT AS A NAIL BOX 

Anything in 6hape cf Pan May Be Di- 
vided Into Compartments to Hold 
Boltt and Screws. 

Anything frum a half gallon baking 
pan to a six-gallon dishpan may be 
used in making a very useful and 
convenient compartment box in which 
to keep nails, screws ana bolts. The 
pan may be divided tnto four, six or 
eight compart moots.
